The pes Report of Forest Administration in the Lower Provinces of 
for 861-82, = 
_ The Report, submitted by Mr. Gamble, who officiated as Conservator 
throughout the year, presents a full and interesting account of the condition of 
the Bengal Forests, and of the progress made in forest conservancy, 
2. At the commencement of the year the Forest Department in these 
inces controlled an area of 2,182,483 acres. This area was, during the 
, period under review, diminished by transfers and rectifications of boundaries, 
and increased by fresh additions, the net result being an increase of 528,452 
acres. At the close of the year 2,711,135 acres, or 4,236 square miles, had 
\ been afforested, and since then further additions have been made to the 
forest area in the Darjeeling Hills, in the Terai, in Chota Nagpore, and 
in Orissa. The degree of progress in Forest Administration now reached 
in these provinces enables the Officiating Conservator to say that he has 
“very nearly come to the end of the first great work to be done by a 
Forest Department on its institution, namely the demarcation and _ settlement 
of the forest areas actually available.” Considering the dimited means which 
the Forest Administration in Bengal could hitherto command, this is a 
» very satisfactory condition of things, on which the Department is to be 
congratulated. 

8. Last year the Lieutenant-Governor referred to the Conservator’s visit 
to the private forests in the Chota Nagpore Division, and to the advantages 
which the proprietors themselves and the surrounding country would derive 
from some adherence to system in the management of these forests. Since 
then the course of events has still further accentuated the necessity of 
bringing these private forests under some control, and the Lieutenant- 
Goyernor is glad to perceive that, with the approval of the owners, an 
advance has been made in this direction during the year under review and 
since its close. A careful examination of the Rieter and other private 
forests, made as regards the first at the special desire of the proprietor, has 
cleared the way for certain pro which Mr. Gamble’s report foreshadows, 
but which are not yet-sufficiently ripe for *submission to Government. The 
forests are generally in a very poor condition, though capable under protection 
of considerable expansion, and the Lieutenant-Governor will await the Con- 
servator’s matared proposals on these points with interest. The Conservator’s 

inspection of the Khoordah forests in Orissa was also alluded to in last year’s 
ition. ‘the results of that inspection were embodied in a careful report, 
which orders have been issued constituting portion of the Khoordah forests 
ament reserves, and portion protected forests.

. — This report is submitted by Mr. Beames, who held charge of the office 
of Commissioner throughout the year. 
_ 2. Tours.—In the course of the year the Commissioner inspected the head- 
—t of every district, but only six out of the eleven sub-divisional offices 
ithin his jurisdiction, This is the third successive year in which the Contai, 
Jehanabad and Cutwa sub-divisions have not been inspected, and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor requests that the Commissioner will visit them before the close 
of the current year. Without laying paramount stress upon the regular exami- 
nation of sub-divisional offices by Commissioners, the Lieutenant-Governor 
considers that the presence of the Commissioner every year at the chief centres 
‘of his jurisdiction is desirable with a view to the ascertainment of all the 
wants, conditions and concerns of the people and the country. The informa- 
tion which Mr. Beames gives regarding his tour is not very full; but from it 
the Lieutenant-Governor is able to learn that the district offices were in good 
order. The tours made by the district officers were satisfactory, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the Magistrate of Howrah this 
year found it possible to spend eighty days in the interior of his jurisdiction, 
notwithstanding the calls upon his time even in a suburban district. Of pe 
‘sub-diyisional officers all, except those of Bishenpore and Ghattal, complfed 
fully with the orders of Government on this subject, and the tour of Baboo 
y Coomar Chatterjee in the former sub-division would have been com- 
plete, but for his transfer shortly before the close of the year. The illness 
of the successive officers in charge of Ghattal prevented them from spending 
more than 106 days in the interior. ‘The tours of Mr. Carstairs at Serampore, 
and Mr, Caspersz at Ranigunge, are specially noticed. 
_. 8. Weather and crops—The most noticeable feature about the weather 
of the year was the extraordinary rainfall, amounting to 78°81 inches in Mid- 
_-napore. This was 25°31 inches in excess of the mean of the previous four 
years (53:5 inches), and caused considerable damage to the crops. The 
atte clehe of the rains was unfavourable to the winter crops.

Itis to bé presumed that 
the Commissioner also inspected the offices of the Collector of Rajshahye and 
the Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling, but no méntion is made of the fact. 
Of the nine sub-divisions within his jurisdiction, the Commissioner inspected — 
only Bagdogra, Kurigram and Serajgunge, and it appears that the Gyebanda 
and Alipore sub-divisions have not been visited by the Commissioner for at 
least two years, while there is nothing in this or the previous report to 
show that Kurseong has ever been inspected at all. The Lieutenant- 
Governor does not attach any great importance to the regular annual inspection 
of sub-divisional offices by Commissioners, if such inspections are merely the ~~. 
formal examination of office records and details in each year. The duty. of . 
examining these is obligatory upon all Collectors of districts, and if the 
Commissioner has satisfied himself by the Collector’s reports, or in any other ~~~ 
way, that method, system and punctuality are properly enforced in sub- d 
divisional offices, the Commissioner may well be excused the repetition of _ 
similar enquiries. This does not absolve the Commissioner from responsibility ~ 
as to the good order of every sub-division in his jurisdiction, or from the 
necessity of visiting and inspecting such offices, if special reasons demand it ; 
but generally it may be said the range of a Commissioner’s inspection tours 
embraces a much wider sphere, and his annual report should embody the 
results of his personal knowledge and information of jeg Bo of his division, 
and the particular claims or needs of each tract for better administration 
and development. It seems to the Lieutenant-Governor that the duty of a 
Commissioner would be but very perfunctorily discharged if he restricted his 
visits to the head-quarters of either districts or sub-divisions, neglectig the 
weightier matters which affect the interests of each district generally. Consi- 
dering the unavoidable changes made in the administration of most of the 
districts in the division during the year, the amount of time spent in the. 
interior of their jurisdictions by district officers is very creditable, and 
much good work appears to have been done in nearly all cases. In the 
Rajshahye, Bogra and Rungpore districts supplementary tours were made by 
the Joint Magistrates. Of the sub-divisional officers the Deputy Magistrate in 
charge of Nattore failed to spend a proper portion of his time on tour, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is unable to aecept Mr, Gomess’ plea of ill-health as an | 
adequate excuse for his shorteomings in this respect. Taking the division asa 
whole, however, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice the increased 
attention paid during the past year by all officers to this duty, and he 
trusts that the standard now reached may be maintained in future,

. _ Public health and material condition of the people.—A great improvement. 


took place in the health of the Dinagepore district, and the percentage of recorded 
deaths fell from 22°38 to 19°43. These figures do not of course represent the true 
death-rate, but as there is no reason to believe that registration of deaths was 
less accurate in the year under review than in the preceding year, they afford 
some basis for comparison. ‘The improvement was chiefly due toa deeline in the 
number of deaths from fever. The number of deaths recorded as due to cholera 
a ga a small, but was much greater than in the previous year (388). In 
jshahye fever prevailed throughout the year, and there was a considerable 
amount of cholera in April and May, the total mortality registered being 28-04 
-per mille. With the a of an outbreak of cholera at the commence- 
ment of the year, the district of Pubni was exceedingly healthy. Fever 
and cholera and other bowel-complaints were prevalent in Bogra and 
Rungpore, the latter district being especially unhealthy; but in the town of 
Rungpore itself, it is said that great improvement has taken place owing to 
the better drainage which has been introduced. Much remains to be done to 
complete the subsidiary drainage canals in the town, and this is a point to which 
the attention of the Municipal Commissioners should be immediately devoted. 
The Lieutenant-Governor in his recent visit perhaps saw Rungpore at the worst 
season.of the year, but certainly the water-logged state of most parts of the 
eivil Bebtion and native bazars did not promise well for their sanitary condition. 
The death-rate of the town, which is probably recorded with some approach to 
accuracy, is certainly more satisfactory, being 25°33 per mille in 1881 against 
89°93 in the previous year. Julpigoree, in which the Deputy Commissioner 
observes that only the Meches and Dhangars keep their health, was less 
unhealthy than usual. The facts given with regard to the Derjeeling district 
are extremely meagre, but it is said that the year was unhealthy. 

“While the causes at work to affect the condition of the agricultural 
classes—the rich harvests of previous years, and the rather scanty outturn 
of the rice crop in the year under report—were much the same in all districts, 
there is still a considerable diversity in the accounts given of the general pros- 
perity by the different district officers. From Dinagepore and Rajshahye it is 

d that no change has taken place. Apparently the agricultural population 
have plenty to eat, but cannot get rid of their surplus produce. The opening 
of the railway to Dinagepore next year should supply « remedy for this state 
of things. As regards Serajgunge, the Sub-Divisional Officer states (and the 

 Gollector is of opinion that the statement is true of the whole Pubna 
district) that the peasantry are in particularly good condition; “the ryots

The natural resources of the Bogra — 
district. need only greater facilities of communication to secure their rich 
development. A settlement of Sonthals similar to that noticed in the 
case of the Maldah district has been formed on a clearance of jungle at 
Berhampore in Dinagepore, and a settlement is being also made by Dhan 
at Kumargunge in the same district. Clearances have also been effected in | 
the jungles of Pubna by Boonas, but it is said that these people bave been 
driven out of the district again into Bogra in consequence of the enhanced” «;’ 
rents demanded by the zemindars. A new form of emigration is noticed in 
the influx of large numbers of Nepalese coolies who, taking the railway at 
Siligoree, proceed by Kaunia to Assam for employment on the tea gardens and 
in the Public Works Department. Recent troubles in Nepal are said to have 
led to the emigration on this scale. The emigrants are evidently peaceable 
and industrious, and the movement deserves encouragement. ‘he following 
account of the clearances in the Rungpore district made by Guros is given 
by the Collector of that district :— ; 


“Sirdars from the Garo hills are induced to recruit and bring down small bodies 
of Garos, to whom defined tracts of jungle country are assigned. ‘These men establish 
themselves in the jungle, living in mat structures raised to the height of the tree tops, for 
building which they are supplied with bamboos. They thor clear awxy the jungle. below 
and cultivate the ground for three years, after which they leave it to attack a piece 
of jungle. he land thus abandoned by them is fit for letting to ryots. All that the 
Garos require in the way of inducement is the supply of the bamboos required for con- . 
structing the mat boxes in which they live, and the ladders for olimbing into them (they 
refuse to live in houses), and a market for the wood which they cut, and which they are 
allowed to sell for their own benefit. : 


er The following account of the invasion of Northern Rungpore by foreigners 
is interesting and instructive :— 

It appeurs that 190 Nepaulese, 8 Chinese, 5 Thibetans, describing themselves 
as from zillah Lhassa, 4 natives of Bombay, 6 Persians, 60 Arabians, 50 Mughs, 
5 &% Bhooteahs, 45 to 50 Caboolees, 15 to 20 Lepvhas, and 7 Cashmeerees, in all about 
oe 400 men, passed through this district. The Nepaulese came to sell moonga, silk cloth, 
a ghee, chiretta, horses, knives, &c., valued in all at about Rs. 1,000. Whea returning, 
some of them purchased indigo worth from Ks. 1,000 to Rs, 1,200, The Chinese came 
with blankets for sale and went away with 14 or 15 maunds of indigo.

The outturn of cloth at the 
Serajgunge mills alone is estimated at about 10,000,000 yards, most of which is: 
exported In the remaining districts named, cloth is manufactured to meet local. 
requirements. Indigo is rather extensively manufactured by Messrs. Watson 
and Company in Rajshahye, though the crop is said to be unpopular. A small 
amount of indigo is prepared in Pubna and Rungpore. The silk filatures of 
Rajshahye are declining, but hopes are entertained of a revival in ¢ uence | 
of an endeavour now being made to obtain a reduction of the rentson m 
lands. In Bogra, tungpore and Darjeeling a certain amount of silk is produced by 
hand from the eria cocoon. Arrangements have been made for enquiries into the » 
whole question of sericulture in this and the Moorshedabad district by experts to 
be sent from the North-Western Provinces. Goor and oil are important local 
industries throughout the division. The rea plant grows extensively in the 
Julpigoree district, and it is much to be wished that a th roughly satisfactory 
machine could be invented for the purpose of stripping the fibre, the value of 
which is well known. The Government cinchona factory obtained a crop of 
bark amounting to 341,570%bs, and out of 10,878tbs. of cinchona febrifuge 
prepared during the year, 4,650tbs. were purchased by the general public—an 
indication of increasing appreciation of this useful drug. ‘I‘here has been a net 
profit to Government on the manufacture of cinchona, and an indirect saving 
from the substitution of the febrifuge for quinine in hospitals and dispensaries. 
These facts are satisfactory, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that it will be 
soon possible to make a substantial reduction in the selling price of the drug.

- districts through which it runs, and owing to the growing importance of

of Mymensingh. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that there is plenty 
of room for both, but the improvement of access to Serajgunge by water is a 
@. necessity to which official investigaiion has been recently directed. The whole 
> of the tea of Julpigoree and Liarjeeling is conveyed to Calcutta by the Northern —_ 
Bengal State Railway, and the greater part of that produced in the latter district 
is carried to Siligori by the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railwsy. The quantity of 
tobacco produced in Kungpore was less than usual and commanded high prices. — 
_ As mentioned last year, most of the tobacco grown in this district reappears 
* after manufacture in Arracan and Rangoon in the form of Burmah cheroots. 
Silk and indigo were exported from Rajshahye as usual, but in smaller quantities 
than in the previous year, and both industries are said to be on the wane. 
As in the previous year, the amount of ganja exported from this district was 
~ nearly eight thousand maunds. Piece-goods and salt are the main imports into 
every district of the division, and the quantities imported are believed to 
~ have varied little from those of the previous year. The Lieutenant Governor 
would be glad if the Commissioner would purchase and forward to him a few 
of the “very handsome” bamboo fans manufactured at Gobindgunge in the 
' Rungpore district. The large variety of miscellaneous manufactures prevalent 
in the districts of this division suggests to the Lieutenunt-Governor the idea 
whether a divisional exhibition at SSdpere or some other central point on the 
Northern Bengal Railway might not be advantageously held.

10. State of public feeling —The general prosperity and contentment 
\ are indicated in all districts by the absence of anything approaching public 
» > feeling among the masses. Taxes are unpopular with those who have to pay 
-  them—a statement true bably of the whole world ; but the fact that the license 
tax falls only on those who can afford to pay it, and that the Road Cess and Public 
‘Works Cess are carefully adjusted to the means of the assessee, has removed all 
avoidable cause of complaint on this subject. The reduction in the duty of 
___ salt is viewed with disfavour by the Commissioner, who believes that his opinion 
is shared, with one exception in ten thousand, by the whole of the edueated 
sses. ‘The uneducated classes, that is the vast mass of the people for whose 
‘the remission was mainly intended, and whom it has benefited to 
an un degree and to a greater extent than is represented by the

One would have thought that the 
inereased demand for produce implied greater solvency in the producers

16.* Land and Land tevenue—The total number of estates on the 
revenue roll of the division, which at the close of 1880-81 was 5,461, repro- 
senting a demand of Rs. 50,31,090, rose during the year under review 
‘to 5,478 with a demand of Rs. 52,08,984. The collections during the latter 

year were Rs. 49,84,941 or 95°6 per cent. of the demand as against Ks. 48,30,236 
or 96 per cent. in 1880-81. Collections were good in RKungpore (99°73 per 
cent ), Dinagepore (97°6 per cent ) and aeenre (97°56 per ort ; fair in 
Bogra (9656), indifferent in Pubna and Julpigoree (91:47 and 86°6 
cent. respectively), and bad in Darjeeling (: 779 per cent.). The low

Some detailed notice of the khas mehal management in the division 
would be desirable.

A 
deal of the waste land in this estate might be advantageously settled with outsi- 
ders from Cnota Nagpore and other places, Its situation near the railway gives 
the estate many advantages.

‘ For several ybars in succession Government has had to notice the unpune- 
*  tuality with which the Managers of Wards’ estates in Bengal were accustomed 
to submit their returns. Repeated warnings having proved useless, the Board 
of Revenue were at last instructed to suspend or remove any manager who 
“failed to submit his returns in due time. These instructions have had the 
desired effect, for the Lieutenant-Governor observes that in only three cases 
during the year under review were managers behind hand with their returns. 
Witile managers were to blame, Commissioners had always at hand a sufficient 
“explanation for delays in their own offices ; but now that but little fault can be 
found with managers in this respect, the Lieutenant-Governor expects punc- 

ty on the part of Commissioners themselves. 
= . The number of Wards’ and attached estates under charge of the 
Revenue authorities during the year was 21%, which was two less than in the 
preceding year. The Wards’ estates (124 in number) were 13 less, and the 
attached estates (94 in number) were 11 morethan in 1880-81. Since the 
ing of the revised Act, there has been a gradual decrease in the number of 
estates under management, due to the exercise of the power conferred by that. 
Act on the Revenue authorities of retiring from, or refusing to onder the 
management of estates when such a course seemed desirable, Estates which 
are hopelessly insolvent are no longer taken charge of to the detriment of the 
Government revenue, which often remained in arrears, to the injury of creditors 


whose claims remained unliquidated, and to the greater embarrassment of the 


estate itself which was overweighted with the charges of official management. 
Neither is it now considered desirable that the care of every petty estate, whose 
proprietor happens to be disqualified, should occupy the time and attention of 
ublic officers. The ep motive for bringing estates under management, 
“namely, the security of the Government revenue, is more prominent now in the 
; poy which guides the action of the Court of Wards than it was formerly. 
is properly recognized at present that when the revenue is not in danger, and 
when the friends of the disqualified owner are competent and wilting to 
manage his affairs with prudence, and with justice towards the tenants, the 
truest consideration for the estate and the family is often shown by exempting 
_ the property from the interference of Government management. hile, nan 
e, the Lieutenant-Governor a the many advantages which such 
’ confers on estates ughout Bengal, and while he views with

4. Turning to the details of the we the gross amount of which has — 
been mentioned above, the Lieutenant-Governor finds that the year began 
with an arrear balance of rent and cesses amounting to Rs. 4%,27,252. The 
Board say that this balance compares favourably with the corresponding figures 
for the two preceding years. The Lieutenant-Governor is not desirous of — 
depriving the Board of the gratification arising from such a comparison ; but he 
must at the same time express his opinion that the existence of such enormous 
arrears is in itself very unsatisfactory, The current demand of rent and cesses _ 
for the year under review was Rs 4,46,405, the gross collections reaching in” 
the same time to Rs. 54,283,999. The year thus closed with a larger arrear - 
balance than that with which it had opened. ’ 

5. Last year Government quoted with approval the Buard’s own condém- 
nation of the practice of allowing unrealizable arrears to swell the 
balances from year to year to no good purpose; and in furtherance of 
the policy involved in that appreral, instructions were issued that each 
manager should scrutinize his balances and submit matured proposals for’ 
the submission of irrecoverable items.. The Board now report that some 
exertions have been made in this direction, but ‘‘ the undertaking is an 
arduous one, and it is necessary to guard against the tendency on the part 
of managers (which too great pressure may easily encourage) to reoofaimabid 4 for 
remission demands which ought really to be recovered by the estate.” Govern- 
ment, however, when recording its views upon this matter did not ignore. 
the considerations now dwelt upon by the Board. The instructions in question — 
were perhaps issued too late to be productive of much good during ‘th 
year under review; but it is to be hoped that the results of the current 

zoe will show that progress has been mvde in the direction indicated 
y Government and by the Secretary of State. The same salutary object 
will also be furthered by measures now under the Board’s consideration 
for the revision of rent-rolls and the equalization of the demand by raising » 
rents which are ae Fe and reducing those which are excessive. No clearer © 
pont of the necessity for such a revision could exist than the existence of these —

6. Under the head of the liabilities which Wards’ and Attached Estates had 
* to meet during the year, the first subject noticed by the Board is the liabilities 
to Government. The year opened with an arrear debt of Rs. 1,63,141 on 
y Account of revenue, and Rs. 80,191 on account of cesses. ‘he former liability 
was raised to Rs. 19,64,217 by the addition of the, year’s demand, and the latter 
to Rs. 5,05,7:9. The collections of revenue amounted to Rs. 18,64,054, and of 
cesses to Rs. 4,37,007, in addition to which some slight remissions were granted. 
Sitice the close of the year the revenue arrears have been nearly all collected, 
and the outstanding cess balances are large only in the Presidency Division. 

k The results are on the whole satisfactory ; and as it has now been found possible 
in all'divisions, with but insignificant exceptions, to discharge within the year 
all the dues of Government as they arise, the Lieutenant-Governor concurs 
with the Board in thinking that no falling off from this standard should be 

rmitted. As these dues are certain in amount and moderate in incidence, 
‘there is the less excuse for default in discharging them. 

7. Turning to the other liabilities due by the estates, the Lieutenant- 
Governor observes that they amounted to the large sum of Rs. 51,32,523 
(Rs. 3,59,700 rent due to superior landlords and Rs. 47,72,803 on account of 

debts contracted by the former proprietors). Of this sum, Rs. 11,21,080 were 
paid in cash, and Rs. 86,571 liquidated by compromise during the year. The 
debt due by the estates under these heads has therefore been reduced to about 
sof rupees. On the whole, the progress made in this respect has not been 
atten the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to see that rents Bae to superior 
landlords are still not punctually met in all cases. In the matter of punctual 

“. payment of rent the Court of Wards should set a good example. 

8. In reviewing the report of last year’s operations in the Wards’ Depart- 
ment, the Government of India drew attention to the importance of devoting 
some portion of the funds of an estate to the prosecution of permanent improve- 
ments. The Board state that this important matter has not been lost sight of 

during the year under review, and poiut to the fact that, under the head of 
improvements, there has been a total expenditure of Rs. 1,17,806. On examin- 

ing the detailed accounts of this expenditure, however, the Lieutenant- 
Governor finds that the greater portion of it has been spent on objects, such as 
repairs to buildings, construction of dwelling-houses, &c., which, though no 
duubt proper objects of expenditure, are not precisely those contemplated in 
the orders of the Government of India.

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Reson .—The Lieutenant-Gorernor is glad to find that the voluntary 
 ontributions by native gentlemen for works of public utility have been 
tea increasing for the last three years. In the year under review muni- 
ficent donations have been made in many places, and it may be accepted that 
- jn all these, whether the sums given have been large or small, the object has 
been to supply a local need in the right spirit of conferring a public benefit. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hesitates therefore to say anything which may have 
the appearance of censorious criticism. He desires fully to acknowledge 
the disinterested liberality of all who have contributed, and he would not wish 
to interfere, in the slightest degree, with the funds or the methods of distri- 
bution of private persons. The probability is that the donors themselves are 
in a much better position to realize and to recognise the local wants which their 
ifts of money are intended to meet. It is, however, open to observation from 
the returns before Government that in many places the combination of funds 
ded as benefactions would do much more to give permanence to works of 
real public utility and to perpetuate the good name of the donors than isolated 
contributions devoted to a single small work, for the repair and maintenance 
of which no provision has been made. For instance, the multiplication of 
_ “tanks” in one place may frequently do more harm than good, and it would 
' often be of much greater advantage, if a union of efforts led in minor places 
to the establishment of a single well-appointed reservoir of pure drinking 
water, or in larger towns to an organized system for the water-supply from 
adjacent rivers. Occasionally, too, it may happen that a native gentleman, 
anxious to give money for beneficent purposes in furtherance of the public 
has no special or personal object to promote. If indiscriminate and 
injudicious giving is an evil, in too many instances, the Lieutenant-Governor 
apprehends that the luxury of giving needs organization and direction, and in 
such cases it would at least be much more beneficial, if the bounty of donors 
was guided by the information and knowledge of local boards and committees 
than if it were left to the unaided discretion of individuals.

- A PETITION has been received by the Lieutenant-Governor from some of 
the inhabitants of the village of Rajgunge, on the Howrah bank of the 


Hooghly, praying for improved means of conveyance on the river for the | 


numerous class of persons who have business in Calcutta, but whose homes 
are situated in the neighbourhood of.the banks of the river in the suburbs. 
This petition has revived a suggestion which was made some time ago that a 
service of small steamers plying within the limits of the port and touching 
at the several landing places would be a profitable undertaking. The 

. Lieutanant-Governor believes that there is a very large number of natives 
whose avocations require them to move about from place to place along the 
river banks, and who would readily avail themselves of the comparatively safe 
and quick means of travelling which a steamer would afford, if the fares were 

sufficiently low, The readiness with which natives have taken to the tramways 
shews that a large traffic might be expected from those to whom the river 
furnishes the easiest means of getting to their destination, if suitable steamers 
were provided. But, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, the service is one 
which should certainly be undertaken by private enterprise. It is not one 
which properly appertains to the Executive Government; though, if sufficient 
information can be collected as to the extent of traffic to warrant the expecta-: 
tion that the service would be a profitable one, His Honor would give publi- 
city to the suggestion, in the hope that either one of the steamer companies in 
Calcutta might take it up, or a new company be formed for the purpose. 
I am to request that you will be so tae as to lay the matter before the 
Port Commissioners, and report their opinion of it for the information of the 
Lieutenant-Governor.
